So many ramors are afloat—so mach Ae 
tion respecting the Indian troubles and their 
origin in this Territory—that we deem it neces- 
sary to give a consise history ofthe whole af- 
fair, which we have been a to gather from 
sources every way reliable. 

On the 24th of June, the Pawnee Indians num- 
bering about 3,500, moved from their village on 
the south side of the Platte river tothe north 
side of that stream, preparatory to starting on & 
buffalo hunt, expecting to be joined, on the 5tu 


Elkhorn. They encamped on the west side of 
the Elkhorn, near Fontaneti¢, on the 285th, Sat- 
urday) and that night, Sunday and Sunday night 
made numerous predatory excursions ambag 
the settlers, whom they alarmed by their impu- 
dence and raseality. They plundered the dwel- 
ling of a Mr. DePuy to the extent of more than 
one buudred dollars. Ou * about dusk,
